Eight passengers on a Northwest 
Airways tri-motored plane were 
landed safely yesterday through the 
quick thinking and skillful maneu- 
vering of Pilot M. B. Freeburg, 
after the propeller of one of the 
side motors broke.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The 
Treasury today subscribed the re-

The negotiations revolve around 
Dr. John F. Condon, the “Jafsie” 
of the succession of personal col- 
umn advertisements that first ap- 
peared in the New York American 
and were reprinted in newspapers 
throughout the country. 

Dr. Condon’s sympathy for the 


he decided on his own initiative to 
try to do something to aid in the 
recovery of the stolen child. He de- 
cided on a direct published appeal 
to the kidnapers, in which he im- 
plored them to use him as a trust- 
worthy go-between. 


Contact Made by Dr. Condon. 


In the first 10 days after the kid- 
naping the Lindberghs received 
four communications from the kid- 
napers, including a note left by 
them in the nursery the night the 
child was stolen, but had no means 
of communicating with the abduc- 
tors until after the fourth com- 
munication, when Dr. Condon came 
into the case, 

Dr. Condon was among thousands 
of persons throughout the United 
States, many of them of note, who 
had offered their services to the 
stricken family. He is professor of 
general education at Fordham 
University, New York City, and is 
74 years old. 

With a background of 46 years 
as a teacher of boys in Bronx 
schools and as a welfare worker 
among men, Dr. Condon is widely 
known in New York for his unwa- 
vering faith in humanity. 

Believing that in every man, 
hdwever hardened, there is some- 
thing to be touched by an ap- 
peal rightly made, Dr. Condon was 
gratified on March 11 to receive a 
letter from the kidnapers in re- 
sponse to his appeal which The. 
Home News printed on March 8. 
- The communications previously 
received by the family offered no 
means of, contact with the kidnap. 
ers. The note left in the nursery 
simply stated that the child was 
kidnaped and would .be held for 
$*0.000 ransom, This note warned 
the family not to notify the police. 
It was not found by Col. Lindbergh 
But by the first policeman to ar- 
rive.

The direct examination of Med- 
lock was concluded with his iden- 
tification of his revolver, and also 
of his telephone number, which was 
written on a page in Richards’ note 
book. Medlock explained to the 
jury that he was listed as “Eyer- 
kuss” in the book, because it was 
under that name, sometimes used 
by him, that he had been men- 
tioned to Richards by Heuer.

' LAWYER RICHARDS

street. He testified he had had a 
good record and never had been 
arrested until he was taken into 
custody in the Berg kidnaping. 

He met Heuer about a year ago, 
but did not know Barcume until 
last October. At that time he went 
to Barcume’s poultry store in East 
St. Louis to buy some chickens for 
the Mediock grocery, which he 
helped to operate. 

“I got to talking to Barctme 
about hard times,”’ Medlock -con- 
tinued. “We agreed that things 
were pretty tough, and we  con- 
cluded that, kidnaping was about 
the best way to raise some money. 

“Later—it must have been about 
the 20th of October—I talked with 
Hever and Barcunie at the place on 
Easton avenue (No. 5704, head- 
quarters of the Fish Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation). Heuer said- he had a 
friend downtown who had a man 
in view that was supposed to be 
wealthy, a good prospect for a kid- 
naping. 

“This friend, he told us, was to 
give us tHe information how to 
make a connection. At that meet- 
ing we agreed that the right 
amount to ask for a ransom would 
be $125,000. 

" “After that we met out there al- 
most every day. We talked over all 
the details, even how we would fix 
the goggles so the man couldn’t see 
what was going on. At first we 
talked dbout taking our man out 
into the county but later we agreed 
we would keep him in the city. 

Tells of Renting Fiat. 

“Finally we agreed on a place at 
5084A Easton avenue. I went there 
with Heuer. [I rented the place 
I told 
him my name was Jim Owen. I 
said I was from Illinois, but that 
my wife was.in a hospital here and, 
would be out in a couple of days. 

“I gave Kramer $30 for the first 
half month. This was about Oct. 
23. -All this time Heuer kept telling 
us the tip for the kidnaping would 
come from a friend downtown. 

“Finally, on Nov. 1, I took Heuer 
downtown in my car. I parked out- 
side the La Salle Hotel and he went 
in. I knew by that time he was get- 
ting information from the friend 
about a man named Mr. Berg. 

“He came out of the hotel in 
about 20 minutes and we drove 
away. <As we left, Heuer told me 
his friend said Berg was out of 
town for a few days and we would 
have to wait. He said a man 
named Peak was getting the infor- 
mation for him.” 

“Was there any agreement about 
the ransom at this time?’ Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Flynn asked. 

“Yes,” Medlock answered, “we 
were to split it four ways — Heuer, 
Barcume, Peak and myself.” 

“We kept on meeting every day,” 
the witness continued, in reply to 
questions. “We talked almost all 
the time about how we would do the 
kidnaping. On Nov. 6 Heuer came 
to me and said Berg was back in 
town and in his office that day. 

“I went and got Barcume, we got 
ready, and then drove downtown in 
my car. Heuer was with us, and 
he told us another man might be 


down there. We parked near 
Berg’s office (100 North Main 
street). His colored chauffeur was 


waiting for him: Finally three men 
came out of the office and got into 
|the car. It was driven away, over 
'Third to St. Charles street, and 
'then west. I followed.” 

Gives Kidnaping Details. 
Medlock detailed the circum- 
stances of the kidnaping as they 
| were related at the outset of the 
trial by Bere and his chauffeur, 
Albert Pike. The kidnapers, he said, 
had not decided where to get into 
Berg’s car except that they had de- 
termined to do so when oppor- 
tunity seemed best. 

At Euclid avenue on Lindell, they 
ran into heavy traffic. Berg’s car 
was just ahead. Barcume and 
Heuer jumped from Medlock’s ma- 
chine, he said, ran forward and got 
into Berg’s car, Barcume in the 
seat with the chauffeur, Heuer in 
the rear seat with Berg. 

Medlock followed Berg’s car 
northward to a lonely place on 
Hall’s Ferry road in the county. 
There Berg was transferred to Med- 
lock’s car after the chauffeur had 
been forced to walk up the road, 
and was at once taken to the 
Easton avenue flat. 

“Berg,” the witness continued. 
“wrote a note to his wife saying 
he was being well treated, and an- 
other to his friend, Ben Harris of 
§ Kingsbury place, saying he was 
being held for $65,000 ransom, and 
asking help toward his release. 
| “tT took the letters to Fast St. 
Louis and mailed them. We did 
that because we wanted it to look 
like Berg was held on the East 
Side.

I told her I was one of the men 
holding Mr. Berg and said for her 
not to worry because he would be 
well treated. 

“Then I went back to the Easton 
avenue flat. I rented a garage for 
my car from a man up the street 
named Mr. Schear and then I went 
back and we talked over who 
would guard Berg. ‘I stood guard 
first that night, and then Barcume 
and Heuer. 

“Next morning, Saturday (Nov. 
7). we asked Mr. Berg what he 
wanted for breakfast. He said ham 
and eggs, so I got them from a 
restaurant. and sandwiches for the 
rest of us. We sat out in another 
room and ate the sandwiches while 
Berg was eating breakfast. 

“Heuer said, while we were eat- 
ing, that he was going to see his 
friend again—that he was going 
to see Peak and find out if he had 
any word yet about Berg’s release.

Federal receivership proceedings 
were instituted yesterday against 
the United Public Service Co, of 
Jersey, N. J., an Insull concern, in 
behalf of Howard J. Umiland of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., a bondholder. 
Martin J. Insull, president, and 
other officials of the company here 
declined to comment. 

The petition for a receiver stated 
that defendant company’s balance 
sheet lists $16,000,000 in securities, 
although the actual value of the 
securities is considerably below that 
figure. It also declared that the 
Middle West Utilities Co., another 
Insull organization, is a creditor of 
the company te the amount of $5.,- 
000,000 and draws $300,000 annual- 
ly in interest on its advance of 
funds to it. 

Many of the company’s subsidia- 
ries, the bill said, have defaulted 
on payment of both interest and 
principal on several bond issues. 
The Kentucky Power and Light Co. 
and the Southwestern States Gas 
Co. are among the subsidiaries of 
the concern listed. 

The lawyer who filed the com- 
plaint said state receivership pro- 
ceedings were filed last week in 
behalf of Umiand against the com- 
pany in Trenton, N. J., but that he 
hopes through this action to re- 
move jurisdiction in the matter to 
the Federal Courts here, where the 
headquarters are.

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SUGGESTS WAR DEBTS 
BE PAID IN SECURITIES 


University of Illinois Econo- 
mist Says Gold Plan Under- 
mines World Trade. 


By the Associated Press, 


of foreign Government debts due 
the United States into investments 
in securities of debtor nations is 
proposed by Dr. Ivan Wright, Uni- 
versity of Illinois economist, as a 
method to bring order out of the 
world’s financial confusion. 
Payment of those debts in gold, 
Dr. Wright says, would undermine 
the financial structure of the Unit- 
ed States’ best customers in world 


, trade—assuming the debtor nations 


‘could pay. 

“If foreign countries cannot pay 
us in gold,” he contends, “‘we can 
only receive payment by taking 
their goods or their investments. 
Even if they could pay us in gold, 
we soon would have such a vast 
store that it would be useless. 
“Suppose the United States 
Treasury were authorized to in- 
vest the principal of these debts 


1 and such part of the interest as 


might seem wise in securities—the 
stocks and bonds—of the debtor 
countries as their debts fall due. 

“When the market is satisfac- 
tory, the Treasury at its discretion 
could resell‘ these securities to in- 
vestors. 

“By this means we would in- 

crease foreign investments of the 
United States, and the Treasury 
also would receive payment of its 
foreign loans with which to pay 
off Liberty bond issues.” 
It seems well recognized by 
bankers, economists and Govern- 
ment officials who are qualified to 
speak, Dr. Wright says, that the 
United States and France, as cred- 
itor nations demanding payments 
in gold, have undermined curren- 
cles of other countries—England 
and Germany, for example—and 
have brought a severe price decline 
on the world. 

“Other countries have paid gold 
to the United States and France as 
long as they could,” Dr. Wright ex- 
plains, “and then have gone off the 
gold standard, depreciating their 
currencies until they now not only 
are underselling the United States 
in world markets, but also are sell- 
ing across tariff walls into the 
United States itself—at a profit.’’ 

Dr. Wright says there is no ques-

WIFE DISAPPEARS 


Her Attorney Says Circum-

The disappearance last night of

$2,017,858,745 DEFICIT 
IN TREASURY ON APRIL 11 


Income Tax Collections, Off $652,- 
180,922, Accounts for Major 


WASHINGTON, April 13. — The 
Government’s deficit on April 11 
was $2,017,858,745.. The Treasury 
had collected from all sources $1,- 
629,961,527 and had spent $3,647,- 
$20,272. In the general fund the 
Government had a deficit of $1,- 
988,233,585 having collected $1,- 
607,726,897 since -last July 1 and 
spent $3,595,960,482. 

Income tax collections accounted 
for the major item Of decrease, 
amounting to $859,523,350 com- 
pared with $1,511,704.727 in the 
same period last year. Miscellane- 
ous internal revenue declined $45,- 
000,000 and customs duties were 
down $23,000,000. 

Expenditures amounted to $2,- 
033,788,840 compared with $1,748,- 
772.386 last year. 

The postal deficit had piled up to 
$145,018,810, an increase of $41,- 
000,000 over the same period a year 
ago.

About Tommy Thevenow Except His Spirit 


Two Fractured Legs and a 
Badly Smashed Head 
Among the Mishaps For- 
mer Member of Cham- 
pion Cards Has Suffered. 


By James M. Gould. 
Whoever it was thought up that 
heartening slogan to the effect that 
“a man may be down but he’s never 
out”’ might well have taken Tommy 
Thevenow as his inspiration. lor 


merly a star with the Cardinals 
and Phillies, has had a series of 


short major league career which 


have broken about everything but 
his fighting heart. 

Twice Tommy has broken his leg 
sliding to base in a game, once in 
June of 1927, when he still was a 
member of the Cardinals, and again 
last year, in September, when in 
a Pittsburg uniform: In the spring 
of 1929, Thevenow went South to 
the Phillies’ training camp at Win- 
ter Haven, Fla., and, in early prac- 
tice showed splendid form. On 
April 1 of that year, having re- 
ceived pérmission to motor to a 
town where the Phils were to play 
was crushed by another in a colli- 
sion. In this accident, Thevenow 
was so badly battered that, at first, 
his life was despaired of. When he 
was pronounced out of danger, an- 
nouncement was made that he 
would never again play ball. His 
head and face were literally 
smashed and only a series of skin- 
grafting operations made this fight- 
er presentable. For months he lay 
in a hospital. Doctors said rosi- 
tively he was “through.”’ 

But Tommy disagreed with the 
doctors. He fought his way back 
to health sgainst enormous odds 
and he won his battle. Back he 
went to the Phillies and he won his 
job at short, later going to the Pi- 
ratesinatrade. Today he is rated 
a star once again but still bears 
the scars of that Florida accident. 

Fail te Recognize Tommy. 

Many of his St. Louis friends of 
the days when he was a Cardinal 
pass him by now without recogniz- 
ing him and this writer, who had 
traveled several seasons with him 
and was proud to count him a 
friend, had to have the player 
pointed out the other day. 

With the Cardinals when they 
won their first National League 
pennant, Thevenow quickly was 
one of the finest 
fielders in baseball. He never was 
a remarkable hitter and, in the 
world series of 1926, probably the 


finest ever fought, he gave several

examples of the spirit that marks 
the difference between stardom and 
mediocrity in baseball. 

Experts before this great series 
extolled Thevenow’s defensive abil- 
ity but pointed out that he prob- 
ably would be a handicap to the 
Cards on the offense. 

As he disagreed with the doc- 
tors who said he was through in 
1929, so did Tommy disagree with 
the baseball observers. And, to 
prove his case, he stepped out 
against the Yankees and, with the 
remarkable batting average of 
417, led both teams in the series. 
It was Thevenow’s hit in the fourth 
inning of the. seventh and final 
game in New York which scored 
two runs and brought to St. Louis 
the city’s first world championship. 
The Cards, it will be remembered, 
won that final game, 3—2. 

Thevenow went well for the Pi- 
rates and then came September 
and he still was in there fighting 


even though the Pirates were out 
of the race. One day, in trying to 
score, he twisted his leg sliding in- 
to the plate and broke it. It was 
all pretty discouraging—that is, it 
would have been to any but a bat- 
tier like Tommy. He took the 
“break” as he had taken others, 
said nothing, let his leg heal and, 
turning up at the California camp 
of the Pirates this spring. proceed- 
ed to win the shortstop job again. 

And, Tommy, today, while he 
probably is wondering what will 
happen to him next, isn’t letting 
the thought bother him but is giv- 
ing his old workmanlike exhibition 
at his position. If he has another 
tough “break,” he'll battle’ that 
and anyone who knows him will 
bet all he’s got that he'll come out 
winner again. 

There may have been better 
shortstops than Thevenow but 
baseball records no one with a 
greater fighting heart.

LINCOLN, Neb., April 13.—With 
more than half thé returns in, Gov. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt has appar- 
ently won the preferential primary 
and the State’s 16 delegates. 
Sweeping into an early lead, the 
New Yorker in 1494 of 2049 pre- 
cincts had 70,393, John Garner of 
Texas 20,686, Gov. Murray of Ok- 
lahoma had 21,784. 

Returns from 21,784 of 2049 pre- 
cincts for Republican presidential 
preference gave France 25,351, 
Hoover 6241. 

Gov. Charles W. Bryan, brother 
of the Commoner, and Democratic 
vice presidential candidate in 1924, 
was well in the lead of William 
Ritchie Jr. of Omaha for the Dem- 
ocratic gubernatorial nomination. 
Ritchie is a cousin of the Maryland 
Governor. The Governor in 1276 
precincts had 53,307 to 33,694 for 
Ritchie. 

In the Republican gubernatorial 
contest in 1264 precincts State Sen- 
ator Kenneth S. Wherry had 24,- 
688, Dwight Griswold, former State 
American Legion Commander, 26,- 
057, and former Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor George Williams 10,242. 

In the congressional race, Con- 
gressman Ashton C. Shallenberger 
was safely ahead of Congressman 
John N. Norton for the Fourth Dis- 
trict Democratic nomination.

The trodps were 
returning from the campaign 
against the Chinese rebels at Fang- 
cheng. 

A relief train sent from Harbin 
carried an investigation commis- 
sion. Some press reports laid’ the 
blame for the wreck to “Commun- 
ists.”

The governorship races in both 
parties were the center of interest.

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BLIND URGE BROOM 
SHOP BE REOPENED 


Allege in Letter Its Closing Was} 
Due, to Misman- 
agement. ~ 


A letter from the United Work- 
ers for the Blind of Missouri, an 
organization of blind men and 
women, urging the St. Louis broom 
shop be “immediately reopened” 
and charging that its closing was 
due to “gross mismanagement,” 
was received yesterday by the Mis- 
sour!i Commission for the’ Blind, 
which met to consider plans for 
reopening the shop. 

The communication, signed by 
E. F. Endicott, president of the 


united workers and a member of 
its legislative committee, stated, in 
part: 

“We view with dissatisfaction 
the recent developments with ref- 
erence to the operation of the 8st. 
Louis broom factory for the blind. 
We are constrained to insist that 
the deplorable situation as it now 
exists is the result of gross mis- 
management.” 

The letter criticised the commis- 
sion for not campaigning for funds 
before the closing of the shop, at 
4908 Locust street, March 31. It 
said that Mrs, Mary Dranga Camp- 
bell, executive director of the com- 
mittee, who receives a salary of 
$4500 a year, should not get more 
than $3600 

In concluded by urging that the 
factory be immediately reopened 
“inasmuch as you have received 
contributions and pledges approxi- 
mating $7000.” 


“We maintain that if your state- 
ment is correct ‘that the shop can 
be operated at a cost of $3000 a 
month’ that you are now in a po- 
sition to reinstate the employes,” 
the letter stated. ‘The sale of arti- 
cles produced by these employes in 
conjunction with other contribu- 
tions which will continue to come 
in should render the factory self- 
sustaining. We repeat that the 
factory should be immediately re- 
opened.” 

Mrs. Campbell, who received a 
copy of the letter, said the state- 
ments in it referring to the broom 
shop were not founded upon fact 
and that no officer of the united 
workers’ organization had inquired 
of officers of the commission about 
the shop before preparing the let- 
ter. The books of the shop are 
audited regularly by State auditors, 
she added, and are open to public 
inspection.

Kerosene or strong sait solution 
squirted in the center of dandelion 
plants will eradicate the nuisances, 
which come back no matter how 
often they’re pulled out unless 
they're dug out to a depth of three 
inches, Superintendent Pring of 
Shaw’s Girden advised amateur 
gardeners yesterday. 
In an adddress broadcast by 
KMOX in the Chamber of Com- 
merce campaign to “clean up, paint 
up, plant up and fix up” April 18% 
to 30, he said that chickweed was 
an annual, depending wholly on its 
seeds for reappearance next year, 
and should be rooted up as soon as 
it appears. 
He repeated advice to cut Cali- 
fornia privet back to the ground at 
once and to cut back climbing roses 
to the ground where the wood was 
brown, pruning monthly roses 
where frost damage was evident, 
to leave three “eyes” on the re- 
maining stems.

DECISION REVERSED IN SUIT 
BY MOON MOTOR CAR CO. 


U. S. Appeals Court Rules Against 
Officers 


Verdict for Three 
in $5343 Action. 
A decision by Federal Judge Da- 


vis in a suit by the Moon Motor 


Car Co. to recover $5343.10 from 


| three former officers was rev 


by the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals today. The case was 
remanded to Judge Davis for a new 
trial, with the suggestion that it 
be tried in equity, that is, without 
a jury. When it was heard orig- 
inally before a jury Judge Davis 
directed a verdict in favor of the 
defendants at the conclusion of the 
plaintiff's case. 

The Court of Appeals expressed 
dissatisfaction with the action of 
Judge Davis. Circuit Judge Ken- 
yon, who wrote today’s opinion, re- 
marked in it that “the whole ten- 
dency of modern legal development 
is to get away from technical pro- 
cedure.” 
Defendants and the sums sought 
from them weére: Stanley Moon, 
former secretary, $2893.10; Henry 
Klemme, former treasurer, $1750; 
John J. Dornseif, former auditor, 
$700. The opinion states that their 
monthly salaries prior to Jan. l, 
1929. were for Moon, $416.65; 
Klemme, $350, and Dornseif, $309, 
but that these were reduced to $210 


for Moon and $259 each for Kiem- 


me and Dornseif. On April 8, 1930, 
the opinion continues, a check for 
$5343.10 was drawn on the com- 
pany and three cashier's checks, 
for the sums sought from the in- 
dividual defendants, were issued 
against it and indorsed by the de- 
fendants. No justification is shown 
in the record for the payments, the 
appellate tribunal held. The com- 
pany is in receivership. 


556 ARRESTED FOR FAILURE 
TO HAVE CITY LICENSE PLATES 


Display on Front of Machine Re- 
quired; Court to Suggest 
Change in Ordinance. 

Enforcement of the new ordi- 
nance which requires that city li-- 
cense plates be displayed on the. 
front-of automobiles began yester- 
day with the arrest of 556 motcr- 
ists. They received summonses to 
appear in Police Court.

ENDS OF WIRES JIE 
‘WITHOUT OVERLAPPING 


Stainless Steel Used in Method 
Developed at University 
of Cincinnati. 


By the” Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, April 13.—By use 


of stainless steel a method has been 
discovered for joining the ends of 
wires without overlapping, even 
when they are as thin as about five 
wave lengths of red light laid end 
to end. This is a thickness barely 
visible without the aid of a micro- 
scope. 

The discovery takes the place of 
soldering and is announced from 
the University of Cincinnati by the 
American Institute of Physics. H. 
Kersten and Roland Schaffert de- 
veloped this technique for use in 
facilitating the making of thermo- 
couples, the supersensitive instru- 
ments which have deteéted heat 
from a star 6000 times fainter than 
the eye can see. 

Thermocouples require the join- 
ing together of the ends of two 
fine wires of different metals. Sol- 
dering is difficult and clumsy. Sev- 
eral years ago two scientists devel- 
oped a method of electrodeposi- 
tion or electroplating. This was 
limited in its.possibilities. . 

How It Is Done. 

An almost oily quality of highly 
polished stainless steel has given 
the Cincinnati physicists the means 
of extending this electroplating 
method. 

They cover half of a thick plate 
of stainléss steel with a sheet of 
hard rubber and immerse the plate 
in an_ electroplating — bath. It 
emerges with-half its surface plated 
with the foreign m€tal. 

The coated half is then covered 
with the rubber and the plate again 
sunk in a bath containing a differ- 
ent electroplating metal. The re- 
sult is a steel plate covered with 
two different thin sheets of metal, 
whose edges ‘touch and are firmly 
joined. 

The oily character of the polish - 
ed steel then comes into play, with 
a safety razor the electrodeposit is 
petled off, a sheet of two metals, 
far thinner than paper. This sheet 
is cut into strips, which -are wires 
half of one metal, half of the other. 

Heat of Girl’s Blush Shown. 

To date successful unions have 
been made with stainless steel be- 
tween wires of copper, cadmium, 
iron, silver and brass. 

The coupling of two wires of dif- 
ferent metals is the essence of a 
thermocouple. Heat at the free 
ends of these wires causes electric 
currents to flow through them. The 
current is different in each metal, 
and this difference is the basis of 
detecting temperatures far beyond 
imagination. 

Such thermocouples have been 
used in scientific

Their practical use to science is 
unlimited, for the wires can be 
thrust into places no thermometer 
reaches. They regard tiny tempera-

Even if she wished, 
Hope could not have opposed it. 

Hope found, with a touch of bit- 
ter disdain, that her wealth and 
her family position placed her far 
above open criticism or unkind 
treatment for her “wildness.”
